Evan was never good at spelling. His teachers in high 
school always told him to study harder and 1t would come 
Evan, a CSUS English major, was sull having probiem:s 
with simple spelling errors his second year here. Finaliy, an 
English professor realized that Evan was musspelling a lot 
of words and that they followed a common pattern — one 
symptom of dyslexia. The professor referred Evan to the 
campus Learning Skills Center 


'n the past three years, Evan King has received phonics 
and vision training through the Learning Skills Center 
which heiped him to overcome his learning disability 
Programs such as these are in danger of being axed this 
year because of the Gramm-Rudman Act, legisiation 
passed last December in an attempt to balance the federal 


budget through several program Cuts 
The CSUS Disabled Student Service Pre 
431 students this spring, some with 
a wheelchair or a white cane 
non-visible impair 
Services to Stu dons with Dis 
tation, tutoring, note-taking and reader 


grain assiste d 
obvious disabilities 
and many others with 
nents such as King’s The office of 
abilities (SSWD) offers 
campus transpor 
services, and academic, personal and vocational counsel- 
ing among its many services to the disabled. The center 
currently receives one-third of its total funds from the 
federal government. The program would be jeopardized if 


these funds were cut back 


I don’t think that the government thought that schools 
wouid be affected by the Gramm-Rudman Act, as 
education 1s a national pnority,” said Pat Sonntag, director 
of SSWD. Yet the legislation has already cut spending for 
numerous social programs affecting CSUS students 


including social security benefits and military educational 
benelits 

i don’t know what the future holds for us,” Sonntag 
said. “We might get another 25 percent cut in addition to 
the 4.3 percent cut we've already had.” The final federal 
spending budget will be determined in October, Sonntag 
said. [Drastic cuts in the center's budget would “wipe out” 
the SSWD, she added 

The learning disability program won't be able to 
provide its services then and we'd have to rely solely on 
money from the staie,” said King, a member of the newly 
formed Disabled Students’ Union (DSU). There are about 
20 active members involved in the DSU who have been 
lobbying and writing newspaper editorials to educate 
iegislators and the public about what learning disabilities 
are and how government funding is essential for thei

Drug manufacturing escalates in California, Colombia 


The fotiowing article is the third ina series about drug 
manufacture, sale and use 


Part Ill: The Makers

ltem: Between 1983 and 1984, coca leaf production 
increased by 1/3 in the major producing countries of 
Bolivia, Peru, Colombia and Ecuador. 


The chain starts on the sunny slopes of the Andes. 
impoverished farmers harvest the leaves. In 1984, an 
estimated 135,000 tons of raw coca leaf were produced, 
selling for $4 a pound. The leaves are dried and made into 
a paste 

The paste is converted into cecaine in Colombian 
jungle labs, using ether and acetone. The chemicals serve 
as one way authorities track down the illicit labs. A 
$5-galion drum of ether costs about $6,000 on the 
Colomman black market. The same ether would cost a 
stateside hospital $500 


Item: Authorities — 900 af them — stage ‘‘Opera- 
tion Blue Lightning” in the Bahamas. Confiscated 
are 33,872 pounds of marijuana, 5,500 pounds of 


cocaine, 25 boats, 2 aircraft, and 2 vehicles. Thirty 
eight arrests resulted. 


The cocaine is shipped 
north via boat or airplane, 
through Mexico or the Ba- 
hamas. Florida was once the 
major receiving state of 
incoming cocaine. An in- 
tense eradication program 
in that state has diverted 
drops to Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, the Carolinas, Georgia 
and the Southwest. 


Item: April, 1985, an 
unemployed Episcopal 
priest is delained at Sun 
Francisco International 
Airport. His luggage is 
searched, and agents find 
2 kilograms of cocaine, 


When the coke hits the street, it can be up to 50 percent 
(or more) pure, cut with procaine (a local anesthetic), 
laxative or even baby powder. 


And it’s chopped, lined up, and snorted, or puntied and 
smoked, or injected into students and teachers, cops and 
lawyers, doctors and athletes 
ee

lingers into summer longet 
than in other parts of the 
state. The summer brings 
fog — warm inland temper- 
atures clash with the cold, 
damp air of the Pacific 
From the ridges in the 
mountains, the fog looks 
like a white ocean, spilling 
into the inland valleys. By 
the time the fog is a regular 
feature, the young plants 
have developed their char- 
acteristic serrated leaves, in 
patterns of three, five, and 
seven 
The males have already 
been weeded from the gardens. Only the females will be 
allowed to grow to maturity. If males are left in the area, 
they will pollenate the females, and the females will go to 


seed, which would drastically reduce their value 

The females are carefully tended, so that each piant 
produces a maximum yield. Some planis ( Afghani strain) 
grow to 20 feet. Their resin-saturated limbs are supported 
by boards. If the supports are stripped away, the limbs 
droop, and break off at the stalk 

Harvest is in the fall, if the plants survive the bears, 
deer, racoons, rats and the law. The fog mostly goes away 
because inland temperatures are dropping again. The 
decreasing light time tells the female plant to bud, and to 
produce the THC-rich resin that should trap the male 
plant’s pollen. When no poilen is recovered, then the 
plants produce more resin. Then the sma’, white hairs on 
the bud turn brown, and it’s time to har’ est 

The plants are yanked, and hung up ide-down, roots 
and all, to dry. When dried, the buds | re trimmed and 
clipped. This is called manicuring. Man curists are often 
locals hired to work at an hourly wage. l'ly the end of the 
day, the manicurist’s hands are stained g een 

he growing is not confined to Humb dt County wild 
areas. Marijuana plants are found mixed with evergreens 
in El Dorado county Christmas tree far.us, mixed with 
Sacramento County corn, and hidden on ran. =«d property 
in Placer County.

as a drug lab. Deputies confiscated automatic 
weapons and ammunition, and drug manufacturing 
equipment. A decomposing body was found in the 
trunk of a car in a barn on the property. 


Clandestine drug manufacturing labs have become as 
big a problem to parts of the state as marijuana growing 1s 
in Humboldi. In fact, budgeting bills proposed recently 
will allot $8.5 mullion per year through 1989 to combat 
the surge in illegal lab activities. The state’s program to 
eradicate marijuana, Campaign Against Marijuana 
Planting, is budgeted for only $2.5 million for 1986 

An article in the Sacramento Bee reported that 
authorities discovered 233 illegal drug labs in California in

Program's support 


Since 1979, there has been a 500 percent increase of 
students attending college with learning disabilities and it 
is estimated that ten percent of the population has dyslexia 
or learning disabilities, according to King. This growing 
population needs public recognition and the Disabled 

Students’ Union is solici.:ag support from the CSU 
system's Chancellor's Office and state legislators. 

“We have strong support from President Gerth and 
Tim Comstock (dean of student affairs). They understand 
our problems,” King said. But the center's funding 
problem needs more than just understanding. “The 
Chancellor's Office and the legislature should see this as a 
Challenge to be met.” 

“We're at a point where we realize that this is a process 
that has to be followed through,” he said. “We're not going 
to let up that pressure.” 

“The (disabled) students are caught up in a game of 
political volleyball,” King said about the program's 
funding and the system that supports it. “We don't have a 
lot of money to leverage ourselves, so we have to lobby 
ourselves.” 

The authorities involved with the funding want the 
financial assistance to come from budgets other than their 
own, King said. The state legislature wanis the funding to 
come from excesses in the CSU Chancellor's Office, while 
the Chancellor's Office wants the funding to come from 
the budget augmentation (an increase in the state’s existing 
budget), according to King 

Cathy Mouchka, a vision and hearing-impaired CSUS 
junior, was sponsored by Associated Students, Inc. last 
month to attend the President's Committee on Employ- 
ment of the Handicapped, April 30 through May 2. More 
than a thousand disabied people, their family members 
and health care professionals attended the annual 
conference in Washington D.C. The Gramm-Rudman 
Act was just one of the topics this year, said Mouchka

who attended several seminars including career develoy 
ment and higher education forums. 

“We're very progressive in comparison to othe: 
schools,” Mouchka said about CSUS’ Disabled Student 
Service Program. She spoke with students from across the 
nation. “We're right up there with some of the othe: 
schools with the best services.” 

“It didn’t limit the disabled students to getting their first 
job or just graduating from high school . . . It was 
futuristic,” Mouchka said about the federally funded 
conference forums. “It was based on an action plan” for 
students to pursue higher education and work up the 
career ladder using personal resources and programs 
available on campus Mouchka said. Yet the existence of 
these same programs are in financial limbo 

“They said that a lot of services would be cut,"’ 
Mouchka said, noting retirement and social security 
programs have already felt the bite. ‘Many disabled 
students rely on these programs. If the Disabled Student 
Service office gets budget cuts and I hope this won't 
happen; we'd be totally wiped out.” 

If there are drastic budget cuts, SSW D may have to cap 
applications or refuse new referrals into their program 
Sonntag said. But even if program applications are limited, 
administrative and operating costs will remain the same 
Sonntag said SSWD needs $800 per student each year & 
operate. Student petitions to the governor urging 
continued funding and the DSU’s present legislative 
lobbying 1s all that can be done at this point she said 

“The Disabled Student Union is looking for new 
members and they need not be handicapped themselves. 
Sonntag said. People interested in assisting the organiza 
tion may write letters to their legislator individually « 
obtain more information about the DSU from the SSW D 
staff 

“We're not going to quit,” King sasd about the DS| 
members. ‘That's one quality disabled people have 

they're tenacious.”

It weighs 60 pounds and, has a full fairing 
which is composed of fiber glass, polyester resin, and 
polyurethane foam.

The dimensions of the vehicle 
are 28” in height, 30” in width, and 9’ in length. Steer- 
ing is provided by the pivoting handles near the hips of 
the driver who is in a reclining position. The brakes are 
standard bicycle caliper

The Sacramento Bee's Sports Plus section (Sepiember 
3, 1985) featured an article and the CSUS athletic insignia 
of the angry Hornet rising in the sun above the Guy West 
bridge. 

Of course, there is a reason for all of this enthusiasm in 
CSUS athletics thanks to the arrival of athletic scholar- 
ships two years ago. 

Since football was the first major sport to kick off this 
new sports image, the football media guide read, “CSUS 
A New Sports Era.” Since they were the only ones to find a 
new league to play in (the Western Football Conference) 
the football team wouid be the only intercollegiate teain 
on campus to contend for a league or conference ttle of 
any kind. It was a big step forward for the footbail team, 
whose season would open that week in Stockton against 
Undweatity of the Pacific. A strong showing against UOP 
wog)dgpean instant credibility, but the Hornets got just the 
opposite. They fell behind as UOP bolted to an early first 
halflead due to many careless CSUS errors and went on to 
rout the Hornets 49-17 in front of 24,498 fans 

The Hornets took the following week off before 
winning their next two games, drowning Sonoma State 
University, 63-10, and St. Mary’s, 21-14. Following a 
disappointing loss to Santa Clara in the home opener, 
CSUS reeled off a six-game winning streak to raise their 
record to 8-2 on the season, tying the all-time Hornet 
record for wins in one season. The mid-season surge also 
got the Hornets as high as | 3th in the NCAA Division Il 
Top 20. Of those six wins, four came against WFC 
opponents Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo, CSU, Northridge. 
Cal Lutheran, and Portland State. Those four wins gave 
the Hornets a second place finish in their first year of WFC 
play as Bob Mattos made ready to take his charges into the 
season finale against long-time rival UC Davis, the No. I 
team in the nation. 

In an attempt to gather a larger crowd, the game was 
moved to Hughes Stadium on the Sacramento City 
College campus. Despite a steady downpour, as many as

12,000 still turned out to see the Hornets go down to the 
wire with the Aggies before falling short at the end of the 
game, 37-31. Such a battle with the top Division II team in 
the nation should have brought more than what it gave the 
Hornets (the team fell back to 19th in the nation and was 
demied a playoff bid.) But the team had received the 
credibility needed to attain enough respect for seasons to 
come 

he athletic program at CSUS wasn’t only trying to 
build on the playing field, but in the classroom as well 

At the beginning of the football season, Mattos and 
CSUS Athletic Director Tom Pucci installed a mandatory 
classroom check for the team. Under this classroom check, 
the athletes had to present a form every week indicating 
they made it to class. If the player missed one of these 
checks, he would then be given one warning. If he missed a 
second time, he would not be allowed to come back to 
competition until the matter was resolved. As a result of 
this check program, there were no major casualties as far 
as missing games were concerned due to playing hooky 

Another scholastic move made by the athletic 
department was the installation of a classroom curriculum 
in the upper division. It was a late addition to the course 
catalog entitied “Sports Information Techniques,” 
Athletics 174. The class was taught by Alan Mikles 
promotions director at CSUS. Commuting from his home 
in Stockton, Mikles taught his students the insights on 
sports information and some of the fundamentals 

Sports Information Director John Cannon, who often 
went over some of these finer points whenever he was in 
class, instructed the students on the statistical aspect of the 
curnculum, Although recommended for those who are 
interested in a Career involving sports media, the early class 
hours (7:30-8:45 a.m.) kept the enrollment down to as low 
as six during the fall semester 

It was Mikles’ sports information class where the class 
learned about bringing in promotions to generate high fan 
turnout, such as The Famous Chicken, who was the 
special guest at the first basketball game on November 21, 
1985 
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Playing in front of 6,509 paying fan; at Arco Avena 
(the first intercollegiate game of any kind glayed there), 
The Chicken came out and did his thing in emtertaimny the 
crowd, while the Hornets did their thing by single 
handedly beating UC Davis, 76-59, on the eve of their 
annua! football game. For Hornet Head Coach: Bill 
Brown, the win was the culmination o/ a substuntia! 
amount of media coverage the team received during the six 
weeks leading up to game one. In their next gare, the 
Hornets traveled to Stockton to play UOP, one of two 
Division I entries Brown added to the schedule, After 
leading by as many as 12 points during the first hal/, CSUS 
let up early, as the Tigers rallied in the second half to come 
from behind winning 76-57 

The loss to UOP was a letdown not only to Brown, but 
to the team as well. And the result of tha: particular game 
would have an effect on the team’s coverage over the next 
couple of weeks. During that time span, the Hornets won 
five apes w succession, featuring a 1CO-point outpup, @ 
tournament victory, and an end to one of the nation’s 
longest home-court winning streaks. Although the 
coverage was minimal and unsatisfying for Brown, things 
finaliy began to pick up when they staried to go down 

The five-game winning streak wrought CSUS a 
second-place ranking among District 8 independents in 
the Western region. That ranking fell to fi/th whien the 
team lost their next three games, but found new life by 
winning three more games in a row to-close the 1985 
portion of their schedule at 9-4. However, that was as far

as the team went in terms of consistent winning 

CSUS began 1986 by iosing four games by a collective 
total of eight points. Three of those losses came by one 
point. Two more double-figured losses dropped the 
Hornets to 9-10, and out of the playoff scenario that 
Brown painted so well as the start of the season. Things got 
so bad that Brown removed from the team his leading 
scorer, Nate Davis, for disciplinary reasons. The team 
picked up impressive back-to-back victories the following 
week to break the dry spell, but never found the niche they 
carved for themselves at the outset, finishing at 13-15 on 
the year 

For the women’s basketball team, their season was just 
the opposite. After defeating UC Davis in the season's 
opener at the Davis Invitational, the team lost six of their 
next seven. However, since three games were played 
against foreign competition, the women’s record was only 
\-4, a lower won-lost percentage than the actual total 
(.250 to 333). But the experience the women had at their 
disposal (four seniors) began to pay off immediately as the 
team won the Gold Classic Tournament, and the 
Humboldt Invitational, en route to a final record of 15-10 

The most memorable game for the women came on the 
evening of January 22, 1986, against CSU, Chico in the 
first game of a men's-women’s doubleheader here at 
CSUS. In that game, Heidi Carroll, CSUS' four-year 
All-America center, became the university's first

basketball player to top the 1500-point career barrier, as 
she went on to become CSUS' all-time leading scorer. In 
addition to the career record, Carroll also set a single-game 
standard with 42 points against the Wildcats that same 
evening. Both of the marks Carroll broke were each held 
previously by Sue Delgate, who accomplished both feats 
more than a decade ago 


When northern California was rocked with one of the 
most violent rainstorms in the state’s history, another one 
was brewing up on campus. On February 14, 1986, a fee 
referendum was passed which would have brought about 
an increase in the student activities fee, raising it from $5 to 
$13. Of the $8 extra, every penny would go to upgrading 
the athletic department here at CSUS. The new fees would 
mean as much as $360,000 extra for the athletic 
department budget to be used on such things as funding for 
post-season travel (for playoff competition), upgrading the 
athletic facilites on campus, and allowing more 
scholarships to be made available for the women’s sports 
programs. The vote passed but problems ensued 

A lot of people felt they weren't given a fair shake to 
vote, and if they would have voted, the majority would 
have voted against 1. So, gnevances were filed, citing the 
election as “railroading,” and questioning the law of ethics 
behind the whole thing. Associated Students, Inc., whose 
main leaders were against the entire fee increase all along, 
linally got their wish as CSUS President Donald Gerth 
relused to pass the bill until ASI presented him with a letter 
citing a verification of the election which would constitute 
its legitimacy. In order to further investigate the issue, ASI 
decided to check out the whole thing, as the fee increase 
er signed. The issue and others pertaining to it are

Care and Use 
Committée is a joke. This committee 
of faculty members is responsible for 
reviewing all experiments on campus 
that use animals.

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Racism in Drama Dept.

“I never encourage young actors 
to pursue a degree in drama,” said 
Keith Aytch, part-time actor, substi- 
tute teacher and EOP tutor at CSUS 

Aytch believes that aspiring actors 
must have some sort of job to fall back 
On in case they don't make it in 
Hollywood. As a case in point, Aytch 
related a story about one of his friends 
who went to Hollywood hoping to 
make it big. “He tried it for a year, 
then came back and sold shoes,”’ 
Aytch said 

Aytch also believes that there is 
even less work for black actors in 
Hollywood and that the way io 
succeed is “not necessarily what you 
know as who you know.” 

Aytch himself got interested in 
acting “by accident.” He tried out for 
a role and recalls, “I found myself 
locked into it.” His first role was 
Ricky in the one-act play called “The 
Monster.” 

After his first role, Aytch found 
himself getting more and more inter- 
ested in acting and progressed to what 
he believes was his most important 
role in “Zoo Man and the Sign.” This 
was his first mainstage lead and, he 
said, “It was a difficult role to play in 


at 


the sense that I had very close contact 
with the audience.” 

However, it was his role as Ser- 
geant Waters in “A Soldier's Play” 
that got Aytch to Washington, D.C. 
where he represented CSUS at the 
American College Theater Festival 
held at Kennedy Center in April. 

Although Aytch enjoys acting in 
plays himself, he also likes to teach 
drama to high school students. He 
also performs in skits dealing with 
career goals and ones that emphasize 
the dangers of drug abuse, al! geared 
to high school-age teenagers 

One of Aytch’s goals is to bring 
more ethnic actors onto the CSUS 
campus, but he believes there is 
racism in the drama department and 
that the students themselves want to 
remain segregated. He noted that 
there are only five black actors and 
two Hispanic actors in the entire 
drama department on campus 

Although Aytch does feel there 
are improvements to be made in the 
department concerning ethnic actors, 
he also believes overall that the CSUS 
drama department has given him 
valuable experience. He may not 
make it big in Hollywood, but Keith 
Aytch has certainly made an impres- 
sion on River City

The album opens with a piece 
called “Sannibel,” which begins 
cheerfully and immediately becomes 
haunting before flowing into a driving 
beat. It ends the same way, cheerful 
and haunting, but with a short piano 
run that lightens the mood and adds 
finality. 

Then, with only brief hesitation, a 
new, soft and gentle melody begins 
the second piece *Mistico.” After two 
more songs, “Moira” and “Shepard's 
Song,” side one ends instinctively 
forcing the listener to flip the album 
over 

Side two begins with a light, reas- 
suring piece called “tiwenlaise.” It 
Starts as a Choir of cellos and leads into 
a piano solo before becoming a piano 
and cello duet.

When I first started to interview Jenkins, one of my 
Communication Studies professors, we discussed his 
methods of teaching. He feels his methods are the same as 
his peers, although the subject and content matter of his 
lectures may seem unusual to some students 

“IT was a trouble maker when I first joined this 
department,” admits Jenkins. He strongly opposed the 
Vietnam War and was convinced that what was being 
taught in college was completely irrelevant to his students, 
considering the war and the pressure it was putting on the 
sense of self 

It was at this time in the late 1960s that Jenkins 
conceived his “Age Of Incoherence” class. He originally 
was asked to teach a class at UC Davis on “Contemporary 
Public Address” on the speeches of every major American 
politician from Truman to the present. When he realized 
what they wanted him to teach, he said he “almost gagged 
because | didn’t think I could possibly make anything out 
of the class but leftover stew!” Jenkins proposed an 
alternative class which dealt with the rhetoric of popular

“I swear the paintings were actually glowing,” said 
Richard Desmond, 20, of San Rafael. “I didn’t think I was 
going to like an art show, but this was really something 
I've never veen interested in art before. I came because my 
girlfriend wanted me to go and I'm sure glad I did.” 


Also part of the tradition-breaking style was the 
impressionists’ use of small, feathery strokes of color 
blended with each other rather than photograph-clear 
images. Critics were appalled by the textured canvasses 
and blurred images which made the paintings appear 
crude when viewed up close. 


“You have to stand five or six feet away from the 
paintings to get the best effect,” said Lindblom. “From a 
slight distance the images in the paintings look clearer.” 

Impressionists created the blur images to represent the 
view seen by the glance of an eye instead of a studied 
picture. The feathery strokes also produce the effects of the 
shimmering, ever-changing appearance of water, aves 
and blossoms as seen in Monet's paintings of gardens and

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Curing the Impostor Phenomenon

1) Ihave often succeeded on a test or 
task even though I was afraid that | 
would not do well before I undertook 
the task

According to author Dr. Pauline 


She attributes this to the fact that stu- 
dents are “regularly being graded or 
evaluated, and on the basis of these 
evaluations, decisions are made that 
will profoundly affect their lives and 
determine whether they can proceed 
toward their goals.” She adds that the 
higher the level of education, and 
increased demand on a student to 
express what he has learned, can 
make being a student the most diffi- 
cult time of the LP. victim’s life. 
Clance believes I.P. personality 
Segins during childhood and is di- 
rectly related to one’s own family 


in\Print 


Rose Clance, answering “yes” to just 
one of these characteristics indicates 
the presence of “the Impostor Phen- 
omenon.” 

Clance believes that 70 percent of 
the successful people in America suffer 
from such a problem. “The Impostor 
Phenomenon” includes feelings of 
chronic self-doubt, guilt and a fear of 
being “found out” as a failure. But if 
so many people suffer from I.P., maybe 
it is not that abnormal 

Ciance’s book, “The Impostor 
Phenomenon,” focuses on that suc- 
cess which makes one feei like a fake 
She tells how the phenomenon ongi- 
nates, the stages of its development, 
how it affects a person's life, and how 
it can be dealt with and perhaps 
overcome 

According to Clance, students tend 
to score high on the “impostor Test.” 
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environment. Parents may put a high 
value on success and intelligence, or 
the parents themselves may be very 
successful and the child may fear he 
can’t live up to their expectations. 

Other elements may include the 
fact that a child is intelligent or tal- 
ented in one area, and the family does 
not relate to that skill or care that the 
child is good in that area, according to 
Clance. Because the parents don’t 
care about this talent, or because they 
have “chosen ancther sibling to be the 
‘star’ or bright one in the family,” 
there is a lack of praise given to the 
child 

Though Clance gives a number of 
case studies to support her theories, 
much of what she calls LP. profile 
reads rather like a horoscope. Mean- 
ing, the elements making up the pro- 
file could describe a number of peo- 


ple. For instance, the need to be 
special, being a perfectionist, fear of 
failure and refusal to accept praise are 
general traits that describe many 


The inability to accept praise does 
not come from false modesty, says 
Clance. I.P. victims honestly believe 
they don’t deserve praise, and they 
feel others have a false impression of 
their success. Some LP. victims feel 
they reach a pinnacle in their career 
because of luck or some kind of error, 
not because they are skilled, worked 
hard, or are truly talented, according 
to Clance 

Clance gives a number of sugges- 
tions on how to cure the Impostor 
Phenomenon. One of the first steps, 

like most other psychological disorders, 
is to admit that it exists. Once the 
vicum acknowledges the problem, 
then there are a number of exercises 
designed to help remove what Clance 
refers to as the “mask.” 

One suggestion is that the victim 
Carry a smal] notebook and write 
down the times he feels he is doubting 
his ability or displaying other impos- 
tor characteristics. Clance said, “Study 
the list and then try from now on not 
to use your feelings of doubt and anx- 
iety as indications of your perfor- 
mance, but use the actual perfor- 
mance as an indication instead.” 

At first it is hard to take the book 
seriously; even the cover is humorous, 
but some of what Clance writes makes 
sense and her suggested cures may pos- 
sibly be able to help some people. For 
people who feel they are suffering 
from L.P. and it is making their life 
miserable, Clance’s book may be the 
solution. And if nothing else, the book 
is entertaining. “The Impostor Phe
